DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 7-9, 18-20, 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rabe, U.S. 3,253,842. 

Regarding claims 1-4, 18, 20, 32 and 41-43, Rabe discloses all the claimed 
subject matter including the extensions (20), head (22) and slide or sleeve (40). 

As to claims 7-9, 19, 33 and 34, Rabe discloses a sand barrier positioned (40) 
along the tubes (10,12). 

Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McCaskill, U.S. 4,185,856. 

Regarding claims 16 and 17, McCaskill discloses all the claimed subject matter 
including the connector portions (66,76).
